WARRANT  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

IL.S.J 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Boscawen,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next, 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  one  man  to  serve  as  Selectman  for  one 
year,  one  to  serve  two  years,  one  to  serve  three  years 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether 
the  alterations  and  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
proposed  by  the  Constitutional  Convention  shall  be  ap- 
proved. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  highways. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  trunk  lines. 

6.  To  see  what  .sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  sewers. 
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7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  notes. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  interest. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  observe  Old  Home 
Day  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Library  over  and  above  the 
amount  required  by  law. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  cooperate  with  the 
State  and  Federal  Government  in  controlling-  the  White 
Pine  Blister  Rust. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  spray  the  ELM  TREES  on 
BOSCAWEN  PLAIN. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  build  a  gravel  sidewalk  on  the 
east  side  of  Boscawen  Plains,  from  Canterbury  Bridge 
Road  to  the  Junction  of  roads  beyond  the  Church.  Said 
sidewalk  to  be  of  regular  grade,  and  not  less  than  Zl/i 
feet  wide. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  print  annually  a 
complete  "LIST  OF  TAX  PAYERS,"  such  as  formerly 
enumerated  in  the  Town  Reports.  These  lists  to  be  on 
distribution  at  Carter's  Store  and  Ranney's  Printing 
Office  on  and  after  June  15th  of  each  current  year. 
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16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Chap.  29, 
laws  of  1899,  relating  to  highways  and  surveyors  of  high- 
ways, and  to  take  all  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to 
re-district  the  town  and  appointing  highway  agents  and 
passing  any  article  relating  to  same. 

17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to  provide 
better  housing  of  Muchido  Hose  Company  and  appro- 
priate money  for  same. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  voting 
place  in  Penacook  to  be  used  on  biennial  fall  elections. 

19.-  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
furnish  bonds  from  some  responsible  bonding  house  for 
its  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Collector. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  TOWN  LIBRARY 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  hardest  in  our  ex- 
perience to  get  books.  They  have  been  expensive  and 
in  many  cases  not  obtainable  even  at  the  increased  cost. 

Your  board  asked  for  funds  to  have  a  new  catalogue 
which  is  much  needed,  but  owing  to  the  high  cost  of 
paper  and  printing  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  wait  an- 
other year. 

Among  the  additions  to  the  library  this  year  is  a  com- 
plete bound  set  of  the  Granite  Monthly  from  its  begin- 
ning to  1920,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  John  Kimball.  It  is  a 
most  valuable  acquisition  containing  a  great  number  of 
articles  nowhere  else  to  be  found  in  print  and  all  of 
historic  and  biographical  value  together  with  much  in- 
teresting reading. 

Our  circulation  has  not  been  quite  as  large  as  in  some 
of  the  past  years,  but  we  have  reason  to  feel  that  our 
lbirary  is  being  used  to  advantage  as  we  rank  high  for 
the  size  of  our  town  in  number  of  books  taken  out 
during  the  year  compared  with  other  libraries  in  the 
state.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Voters  in  Boscawen  Town  School  District : 

The  need  of  a  foreword  in  our  annual  report  is  small 
as  each  individual  in  town  has  his  or  her  own  opinion 
of  the  .schools  and  their  workings. 

There  is  however,  the  question  of  superintendency 
that  is  more  or  less  a  subject  of  controversy.  In  re- 
gard to  this  matter,  it  may  be  well  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  amount  of  detail  work  the  superintendent  is 
obliged  to  do.  This  work  could  not  be  done  by  the 
school  board  as  the  amount  of  time  required  to  perform 
these  duties  is  more  than  any  member  could  afford; 
at  even  three  times  the  present  salary. 

It  is  useless  to  assert  that  the  school  board  is  satis- 
fied with  the  present  supervisory  system,  the  super- 
visory district  being  too  large  for  satisfactory  work. 
We  wish  we  could  have  more  of  the  superintendent's 
time.  At  present  this  condition  cannot  be  remedied  and 
is  absolutely  no  fault  of  the  superintendent  but  of  the 
"  system. 

From  the  financial  point  of  view,  Boscawen  can  only 
be  ardent  supporters  of  the  present  law  as  we  received 
from  the  state  last  year  in  state  aid  and  rebates  over 
$2000.00  and  we  anticipate  nearly  $3000.00  for  the  pres- 
ent year.  These  sums  would  have  to  be  raised  by  our 
own  tax  payers  under  former  Jaws. 

As  a  whole,  the  schools  from  the  educational  stand 
point  have  been  quite  satisfactory.  The  especially  fav- 
orable weather  has  made  possible  a  better  attendance 
than  last  year.  We  urge  parents  to  do  all  within 
» their  power  towards  regular  attendance  of  scholars.

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MONEY  NEEDED  FOR  THE  BALANCE  OF 
CURRENT  YEAR 

A  careful  estimate  of  the  financial  needs  of  the  dis- 
trict for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year  shows  that 
there  will  be  a  deficit  of  approximately  $500.00. 

Voters  who  were  present  at  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing will  remember  that  the  district  raised  $150  less  than 
the  amount  recommended  by  the  school  board. 

It  was  voted  by  the  district  that  the  school  board  con- 
tinue present  transportation  routes  even  if  the  rules  of 
the  state  board  of  education  made  it  impossible  to  se- 
cure .state  aid  on  some  of  them. 

From  the  total  amount  of  state  aid  for  which  the 
school  board  made  application  in  September,  about  $350 
failed  of  approval,  a  part  of  this  amount  being-  deducted 
on  the  transportation  account.  This  cut  of  $350  to- 
gether with  the  $150  deducted  at  the  district  meeting, 
is  the  cause  of  the  above  deficit. 

In  view  of  this  deficit  which  we  have  estimated  as 
carefully  as  can  be  done  at  this  time,  we  recommend 
that  the  district  raise  $500  for  continuing  the  schools 
for  the  remainder  of  the  present  year,  and  that  the 
school  board  be  authorized  to  borrow  this  sum  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes. 


MONEY  NEEDED  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR. 

After  one  year's  experience  under  the  new  school  law 
it  will  be  evident  to  every  voter  without  any  persuasion 
from  us  that  the  welfare  of  the  district  requires  that  we 
comply  with  the  requirments  and  apply  for  state  aid. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the  district  raise  a  tax 
of  $5  on  $1,000  valuation sfor  the  support  of  elementary 
schools  (including  textbooks,  supplies  and  flags.) 

In  addition  to  this  $5  tax  we  shall  need: 
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For  High  School  and  Academy  tuition  $100.00 

For  Interest  on  the  notes  of  the  district  $22.50 

Tax  for  State-wide  supervision   ($2  per  pupil)       150.00 

The  law  provides  that  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board,  the  District  Officers,  and  the  Truant  Officer,  be 
fixed  by  vote  of  the  district. 

We  recommend  that  the  district  raise  for  payment  on 
the  principal  of  the  debt,  $500,  which  will  leave  us  en- 
tirely out  of  debt. 

For  all  other  purposes,  including  other  expenses  of 
administration,  we  recommend  that  $300  be  raised.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  :  t 

During  the  year  the  superintendent's  work  in  the 
union  has  become  better  organized,  the  needs  of  the 
schools  are  better  understood,  and,  in  some  cases,  have 
been  better  supplied.  There  is  still  a  scarcity  of  good 
teachers,  and  in  some  towns  of  the  union  it  has  been 
very  difficult  to  secure  them.  It  seems  reasonable  to 
hope  that  those  towns  willing  to  pay  salaries  compar- 
able to  what  other  towns  in  similar  circumstances  pay, 
where  good  homes  can  be  obtained,  and  pleasant,  well- 
equipped  schoolhouses  furnished,  will  be  able  in  a  few 
years  to  make  satisfactory  progress  toward  a  well-quali- 
fied, efficient,  and  somewhat  permanent  teaching  force. 

The  school  boards  in  all  five  districts  of  the  union 
have  now  adopted  the  Uniform  Accounting  System  de- 
vised by  the  State  Tax  Commission  and  prescribed  -by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  have  this  year  ar- 
ranged to  have  all  their  bookkeeping  done  in  this  office. 
The  superintendent's  secretary  has  charge  of  this  work, 
but  a  considerable  amount  of  it  is  acutally  done  by  the 
senior  class  in  Commerce  of  Penacook  High  School. 

The  first  draft  of  the  financial  report  for  each  of  the 
five  districts  was  made  by  the  secretary  and  the  pupils 
using  the  Annual  Report  to  the  State  Tax  Commission 
as  a  basis.  This  draft,  corrected  by  the  superintendent 
and  rewritten,  was  then  presented  to  the  school  board, 
amended  by  them  to  meet  their  own  requirements,  and 
returned  to  the  secretary  to  be  put  into  final  form  for 
printing. 

The  directing  of  this  work  has  taken  more  of  my 
time  during  February  than  could  be  properly  given  to 
such  work  every  year,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  form  of  this 
report   will   meet   the    requirements   of    both   state   and 
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district  accounting  to  such  a  degree  that  it  can  be  used 
as  a  pattern  for  several  years  to  come. 

I  am  informed  that  some  of  your  citizens  object  to 
paying  any  portion  of  the  salary  of  the  superintendent's 
secretary.  If  they  could  visit  the  office  and  go  over 
with  me  the  work  being  done  there,  I  am  certain  that 
some  of  them  would  see  the  need  of  her  services.  As 
bookkeeper  for  the  five  districts,  she  records  transac- 
tions amounting  annually  to  more  than  $50,000,  with  an 
entirely  separate  system  of  accounting  for  each  of  the 
five  districts.  All  the  books  and  scholars'  supplies,  to 
the  value  of  over  $2500,  are  ordered  at  this  office,  and 
received,  unpacked  and  checked  here,  and  from  here 
distributed  to  the  various  schools,  the  supplies  being 
purchased  in  a  lump  by  the  Penacook  district  and  sold 
at  cost  to  the  four  other  towns.  The  first  drafts  of  most 
of  the  reports  required  by  the  State  Departments  are 
prepared  here.  None  of  this  work  can  be  neglected  and 
none  can  be  done  carelessly.  This,  together  with  hand- 
ling the  correspondence  with  state  officials,  teachers, 
school  boards,  school  officials  and  parents,  and  keeping 
the  records  of  pupils,  is  enough  to  keep  one  person 
busy.  Come  in  and  convince  yourself  that  the  work 
done  for  Boscawen  is  worth  the  $90  it  is  costing  you. 
Office  rent,  heat,  light,  furniture  and  equipment,  are  all 
provided  by  Penacook  free  of  charge.

Boscawen  Town  Di.st.  received  State  Aid  $1,521.17 

This  means  that  under  the  present  law,  Boscawen 
last  year  received  the  services  of  the  superintendent 
and  secretary  free,  and  in  addition,  a  balance  of  $854.90 
to  put  into  its  schools.  It  is  to  be  noted  further,  that 
a  part  of  this  district's  share  of  the  $376.27  state  tax 
went  toward  the  fund  from  which  state  aid  for  .qualified 
teachers,  and  high  school  tuition  rebates  were  paid. 
This  district  received  $206.80  for  qualified  teachers  and 
$529.80  for  high  school  tuition  rebate.  Aid  for  quali- 
fied teachers  is  no  longer  given  but  the  high  school 
tuition  rebate  is  much  larger  for  the  current  year"  and 
unless  the  legislature  now  in  session  changes  the  law. 
you  will  this  year  receive  a  considerably  larger  sum  in 
state  aid,  much  more  than  balancing  the  small  increase 
in  payments. 

Teachers 

Every  school  in  the  district  started  in  the  Fall  term 
with  new  teachers.  While  this  is  the  first  change  in  a 
number  of  years  at. Water  Street,  the  Plains  school  has 
been  changing  teachers  nearly  every  year  for  some  time. 
The  fact  that  most  of  these  teachers  have  gone  to  better 
■  positions  would  indicate  that  their  quality  was  at  least 
comparatively  good  and  that  the  district  has  been  a 
loser  by  these  frequent  changes.  Judging  by  my  ob- 
servation as  superintendent  for  the  past  two  years  and 
my  knowledge  of  the  qualification  of  pupils  in  Penacook 
High  School  from  your  district  for  [a  much  'longer 
period,  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  public  sentiment  in  Bos- 
cawen has  found  it  somewhat  easier  to  find  the  faults 
in  its  teachers  than  to  discover  their  good  qualities. 

It  is  certainly  important  to  offer  sufficient  induce- 
ments to  secure  the  best  teachers  which  we  can  afford. 
It  is  equally  important  for  the  community,  and  especially 
the    parents,    to    stand   behind    their   teachers,    and    that 
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teachers   and   parents   should   work   in  harmony   during 
a  tenure  not  shorter  than  three  or  four  years. 

Plains  Building  and  Discipline 

The  district  has  spent  a  considerable  sum  recently  in 
improving  the  Plains  School  building  as  to  sanitation 
and  heating.  The  school  rooms  however,  have  not  as 
yet  been  made  attractive  places  to  live  in  for  six 'hours  a 
day  and  they  are  often  dark  and  dismal.  If  familiarity 
with  them  makes  any  parent  fail  to  realize  this,  I  would 
suggest  to  you  the  experiment  that  I  have  tried  myself : 
when  you  have  out-of-town  guests  in  your  home,  take 
them  with  you  to  the  school  rooms  and  get  their  first 
impressions. 

The  building  during  the  past  year  or  two  has  sustained 
damage  in  many  small  ways  which  in  the  aggregate  is 
considerable.  In  fairness,  the  blame  for  this  should 
be  distributed  rather  widely.  The  children  themselves 
are  to  blame  for  a  certain  amount  of  malicious  destruc- 
tion and  have  betrayed  a  carelessness  in  the  use  of  public 
property  which  is  deplorable,  a  spirit  which  must  be  com- 
batted  by  the  homes  and  the  community  as  well  as  by  the 
schools.  The  school  board,  I  am  sure,  will  not  hesi- 
tate to  admit  their  own  share  of  blame  in  not  protecting 
the  basement  windows  properly.  The  superintendent 
and  the  teachers  must  take  such  share  as  is  their  due 
from  lack  of  attention  to  details  until  too  late. 

In  this  connection  I  would  call  your  attention  more 
definitely  than  in  my  report  of  two  years  ago,  to  the  way 
the  arrangement  of  the  school  building  hinders  disci- 
pline. It  will  almost  always  be  true  that  the  building 
principal  will  be  the  teacher  hired  to  teach  the  older 
pupils.  Her  room  ought  to  be  located  where  she  has 
easy  access  to  all  places  where  disorder  is  likely  to 
occur,  The  foot  of  the  stairways,  the  head  of  the  base- 
ment stairs,  the  outside  door,  are  strategic  points.  It 
is  a  "long,   long  trail"  and  a   "winding"   one   from   the 
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upstairs  school  room  to  the  toilets.  The  principal  should 
be  on  the  first  floor.  The  present  winding  stairways  are 
not  suitable  for  children  of  any  age,  they  would  per- 
haps .  be  unsafe  for  the  careless  feet  of  the  youngest 
children ;  but  I  believe  that  a  small  change  in  the  stairs 
would  make  it  possible  to  put  the  lower  grades  on  the 
second  floor  and  place  the  principal  in  the  lower  room 
where  eyes  and  ears  and  ease  of  reaching  every  part  of 
the  building  would  aid  her  in  maintaining  the  sort  of 
discipline   you   expect   from   her. 

I  occasionally  note  the  tendency  in  individual  citi- 
zens, even  school  board  members,  to  feel  that  the  state 
has  now  taken  over  the  education  of  its  children  and 
that  local  interest  is  no  longer  important.  The  state 
sets  minimum  standards,  it  is  true,  as  to  buildings,  equip- 
ment, teachers,  and  curriculum,  but  it  is  still  the  privi- 
lege and  the  duty  of  the  individual  district  or  its  school 
board  to  determine,  within  these  standards,  what  type 
of  buildings,  teachers,  and  what  courses  of  study  it  wish- 
es to  provide.  State  supervision  and  state  aid  can  do 
much  to  improve  the  educational  standard,  but  central- 
ization of  authority  combined  with  any  general  lack  of 
local  interest  is  bound  to  produce  a  uniform  and  mo- 
notonous mediocrity.  A  uniform  system  for  account- 
ing or  for  any  other  mechanical  operation  tends  towards 
ease  and  efficiency,  but  God  forbid  that  we  should  ever 
drift  into  lazy  methods  of  uniformity  in  handling  and 
in  educating  the  infinite  variety  of  live  boys  and  girls 
in  our  public  schools.  This  is  a  time  for  local  interest 
to  increase,  for  intelligent  helpful  criticism  to  assert 
itself  and  for  electing  to  the  school  board,  men  and 
women  with  qualifications  for  strong  leadership.
